Thefe are they who have fill’d the Minds 
of the People with difmal Apprehenfions ; who have 
taught them to repine amidft Plenty, and to make a 
Mock at Peace: Thefe are they who have inade a Coa-

But the Time comes, nay and is near at hand, whea 
the proper Judges of the Consition of the People, I 
mean their Reprefentarives, thail cximine the Merits of 
all Parties, fhall bring all private S ntiments to the pubs 
lick Teft, and fhall effetually diQinguith between true 
and falfe Patriots ; and I hope too that none amongft us 
will be found fo weak as to doubr of rheir Ju‘ement, or 
io wicked as to appeal from it. For meny Years paft 
we have been in a manner without a Conftitution, fuch 
Liberties have been taken therewith by its falfe Friends ; 
but I truft th t the Confequences of fuch a Conduét, both 
in refpeé& to the Crown and to the People, the critical 
Situation of Things abroad, and the Neceffity there is of 
preferving if not Unanimity at leaft Obedience at home, 
will determine the Guardians of their Country’s Concerns 
to make a proper Ufe of their Authority. We fhall then 
fee the Friends of the King and Kingdom, thofe who 
are ready to aét as well as {peak for the Defence of their’ 
Countrymen, proteéted and encouraged; and as for 
thofe Frenchified or Hi/paniolized Engli/lmen, who do the 
Drudgery of Foretgners while they rail at them, may 
we fay of them with the Infpired Writer, 

There are they fallen, all that work Wickedne/s: they are 
caft down, and fhall not be able to fland.
